ENTOMBED BEHIND KREMLIN 
WALLS, Stalin received a requiem com- 
posed of cannon roars and factory whis- 
tles as a final salute for a job well done. 
Twenty-four hours after his death, the 
Western world saw the deftness of 
Georgi Melonkov as he emerged as the 
most powerful new figure in the Krem- 
lin. Now, however, his power is being 
questioned. Signs appear to indicate that 
perhaps a directorate, and not just one 
man, is ruling Russia. 


THE DAILY WORKER, for instance, 
has made blunder after blunder in New 
York by trying to pledge allegiance to 
the Soviet government. After hemming 
and hawing for quite some time, the 
paper finally called the new regime the 
“Malenkov Government.” Next time 
around, a new switch affirmed that the 
paper's allegiance was to “‘heads of the 
Soviet state,”’ using Malenkov as a key 
figure. 


MANY UNEXPLAINED DEVELOP- 
MENTS accompany the original as- 
sumption that Stalin’s role went to 
Malenkov without divesting Malenkov 
of any of the vast authority. If Malen- 
kov alone has stepped into Stalin’s shoes, 
why did he abandon the key position of 
secretary of the Communist party? 
Why is his name conspicuously absent 
from Soviet newspapers? Why is Lav- 
entry Beria being referred to as ‘‘the 
outstanding leader of the Communist 
party and of the great Soviet state’’?

MANY WESTERN OBSERVERS be- 
lieve that Malenkov is only Beria’s pup- 
pet. With the police force behind him, 
Beria is said to have become the key 
man in the new regime, although he 
doesn’t feel politically strong enough 
to assume full power at this time. Per- 
haps he thinks such action would sub- 
stantiate the story circulating that Sta- 
lin was either murdered by Beria’s 
henchmen or that his death was hast- 
ened by a severe emotional shock. Rumor 
has it that Stalin, in ordering the doc- 
tors purged last January, intended a 
drastic shake-up with Beria, who had 
appointed and staunchly supported the 
purged officials.

MORE QUESTIONS ARISE. If Stalin 
and Beria really were on good terms, 
why did Beria call off the purge and 
reinstate the suspected officials with 
such vehement emphasis on ‘‘false 
charges” and ‘‘unpermissable means” of 
obtaining confessions? Could it be that 
there was dissension in the ‘“‘Little 
Father's’ house? And why has the glori- 
fication of Stalin’s name and memory 
been abruptly cancelled from Soviet 
newspapers? Could it be that Malen- 
kov, fearing a purge of himself, allied 
with Beria and is now acting as nom- 
inal head of the U.S.S.R.?
